The petitions deal more- with 
the questions of fact than of law, cov- 
ering at length the recent re-orgtiniza- 
tion of, the state board of election 
commissioners, and holding that it is 
disqualified as re-organized, on the 
ground of prejudice, and for other rea- 
sons that are specified, both collective- 
ly and Individually, against the mem- 
bership of the present state hoard. IB 
referring to the facts, the fourteenth 
amendment, as well as other parts of 
the federal constitution are cited as 
being violated by the state board as 
against the citizens. There are numer- 
ous citations of the stale law, and end- 
less citations of facts, especially 
In 


connection with the election in Jeffer- 
son, Kenton aad other counties. The 
petitions have been printed for circn- 
lation.

argument in the trial of Roland 
B. 


Molineux for the murder of Mrs. Kath- 
erine J. Adams. 


Whether a verdict will be reached 


before Sunday will, of course, depend 
upon the ability of the jurymen 
ts> 


agree. On account of the illness of Ju- 
ror Manheiro Brown, despite the im- 
mense cost of. this ease, reaching as it 
does into the hundreds of thousands 
of dollars, it is not anticipated that 
the recorder will Insist upon severe 
measures or require that the jury be 
locked up for any considerable length 
of time, even though they should faii 
to reach an agreement. Undoubtedly 
the most dramatic event of the day 
was the attack which Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Osborne made upon Mrs. 
Jlolmeus, the wife of the prisoner. 


This attack was somewhat unex- 


pected, since Barlow S. Weeks, the at- 
torney for the prisoner had already 
characterized the mere introduction oi 
the evidence concerning the fact thai 
Slolineux lived v.-ith his wife before

suddenly, 


after Barnot, who had been a devotun 
admirer, was cold in his grave. Mr 
Osborne 'had just finished reading tr.r 
note signed "Blanche," sent by Mis;- 
Cuesebrough to Barnet during his last 
illness.

Hygienlcally strong tobacco is bet- 
ter than mild, for In smoke from the 
mild varieties the tiny particles are far 
tnore numerous and tend to dry up 
the blood by absorbing large quantities 
of moisture from the mouth and lungs. 
For this reason paper cigarettes, even 
when unadulterated, are bald to be in- 
jurious. Connoisseurs of tobacco be- 
lieve that in the near future low prices 
for good cigars will effect the extinc- 
tion of domestic skunk cabbage varie- 
ties. With the advent of American col- 
onies in the East ana West Indies and 
reduced prices on their produots some 
dealers expect to see fine cigars selling 10:50 
at 2 and 3 cents apiece. Already sev- m-,15, 
eral importing houses have b3gun to j 
advernse greatly reduced prices on 
Porto Rican tobacco, as a direct result} 
of the war. Several shipments o* Ma- 
nfla tobacco and cigars are already on. 
their way from the Philippines, and 
will be rushed into the market in a few 
weeks. On: account of its high flavor
